That same year Julio was among 
the AVB selection playing against 
Curacao, and since then he has 
been a “regular” in the island’s 
All Star team. 

Two years eaglier, in 1948, 
while a member of Arsenal, Julio 
was one of the ”re-inforcements” 
on the R.C.A. team which travelled 
to Haiti. He also played for R.C. 
A. in Guatemala in 1949 and in 
1950 he visited Haiti for the second 
time with R.C.A. ‘The following 
year, 1951, it was in B.G. that Ju- 
lio helped defend R.C.A’s colors 
and then, last month, Costa Rica 
saw him in action defending the 
Antillean colors. 

In between Julio represented 
Aruba against Brazil’s Bota Fogo 
and played ag a Lago All Star’er 
against Curacao. 

In B.G., Jansen thrilled the fans 
and his team in what up to last 
month was his best performance. 
With B.G. leading 1—0, he scored 
two sensational goals within 5 mi- 
nutes to put his team in the lead. 

This performance, which is still 
talked about was bettered in the re- 
cently completed Caribbean series. 
Se outstanding was Julio’s perform- 
ance that he played in all of the 
Antilles’ 6 matches. Of the total 
number of 17 goals scored by the 
Antilles, our sportin’ality scored 5 
to make him runner-up for the re- 
cord. Popo Godoy of Honduras 
beat him to it with 1 goal. Popo 
set the record with a total of 6. 

Julio is very enthusiastic about 
the trip to Costa, Rica and the peo- 
ple’s hospitality. . The memories 
of “outings” which rate first place 
with him are the trips to Haiti.and 
Costa Rica. 

Asked what he found especially 
beautiful or charming in Costa Ri- 
ca, Julio answered the “Ojo de

FAITH OF CRASH VICTIMS 
UNKNOWN; WRECKED 
PARTS OF CESSNA FOUND 


As the week-end slipped by and 
the new week started, more dis- 
heartening news on the possible 
faith of the Cessna PJ-AAM and 
its occupants, reported missing 
since early last week, reached 


Aruba. 
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In the vicinity of Higuerote, 
Venezuela, a floating wing was 
identified as that of the PJ-AAM 
which, it is believed, crashed ap- 
proximately 20 miles south-east 
of Higuerete on the traject Bar- 
celona-Curacao. Later reports 
that other wrecked parts, also 
belonging to the plane, were 
found, followed. 

However, there was no sign of 
survivors and it was generally ac- 
cepted at press time that the 
missing occupants of the plane, 
Messrs. Edward de Freitas (pilot), 
Ocar. Nascimento, Erie Jardine. 
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Joseph Castilho and Henry Abra- 
ham, have not survived the crash, 


although there are no witnesses — 


and, consequently, no proof. 
The victims were all employees 
of the Lago, employed in the oper- 
ating department. They were on 
their way back to work after a 
short vacation in their native 
British Guiana. Some of the vic- 
tims were married and fathers.

The horse on the 
label of the doctored White Horse 
bottle differes from the authentic 
one in that only two legs are visi- 
ble; the “curve” shown in the 
tail is much higher; the eyes are 
invisible; the finsh of the en- 
graving is much rougher; and the 
labels are printed in a different 
color. Similar falsifications are 
evident on the “Old Par” labels. 
In addition, the whiskey _ tastes 
unpleasant. 

In order to determine whether 
these Scotch Whiskeys have been 
doctored, the Britsh Embassy in 
Caracas has forwarded samples 
to England with the request to 
have same analyzed. 

La Esfera said that the Vene- 
zuelan authorities are of the 
opinion that this contraband 
trade is run by a powerful unit 
of international racketeers who 
market the products in South 
American ports. | USA’s Frank 
Costello, big-time gambler, writes 
the publicaton, is suspected of 
having a hand in the matter.

Scotland Yard detectives Satur- 
day found the bones of a_ fifth 
woman victim of a sex-mad sadist 
of Notting Hill buried beneath a 
forsythia bush in the back 
garden. 

The discovery confronted of- 
ficials with the possibility that 
still more bodies may be hidden 
around the apartment where five 
victims have been found since 
Tuesday. 

Authorities began digging up 
the garden and ordered the entire 
apartment searched anew and 
ceilings pulled down.

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The first victim was believed 
to have been strangled four 
months ago and three others a 
month apart thereafter. Christie 
occupied the apartment 15 years. 
A new tenant discovered the 
bodies. 


Police said postmortem  evi- 
dence indicated all the women 
were murdered by a sadist.

MOSCOW. 


The government announced an 
amnesty decree under which all 
persons serving five years or less 
in prisons, corrective labor camps 
and other places of detention will 
be freed, » provided such persons 
were not sentenced for counter-re- 
volutionary crimes, . large scale 
theft or embezzlement of public 
property, gangsterism or premedi- 
tated murder. 

Persons serving more than five 
years will,have their sentences re- 
duced by half, and some prisoners 
will be freed regardless of the 
length of their sentences. Included 
in this group are women with child- 
ren ten years old or less, pregnant 
women, minors under 18, men over 
55 and women over 50 and those 
suffering from incurable illnesses.
